Dr. Virgil Jordan's advice to American business men, 


delivered at the Edison Electric annual convention at Ai 
lantic City, might almost be summarized in Earragut s 
phrase concerning the toi'pi'iloe«. 
They should "come for­ 
ward with an unconditional pledge and a specific program 
to re-employ our labor and to rehabilitate our industries 
step hv step during the next two years,” and they should 
“ then demand the aid o; government in certain specific 
ways to that end.” 
The job as he sees it is to convince the 


American people that private enterprise in industry and 
tommerce can restore normal conditions of employment 
in this country if given a fair chance, and to convince gov­ 
ernment that private business and industry can and will 
cooperate w ith government if government w ill let it do so. 
To do this, business men must mobilize and organize 


themselves under the supervision of a “ national recon 
struction council” of business leaders in whom they have 
confidence, with a “ reemployment council" in each slate. 
The«#» state councils should secure from all employers 
definite pledges of reemployment of a determined number 
of employes, establish 
facilities 
fur rehabilitation 
of 


workers whom long unemployment has injured in skill 
and morale, and should advise and supervise the admin­ 
istration of public relief funds with the state.

Congress a “ specific statement" of the assistance required 
from government to enable the program to be carried out. ihin'k you
